During the interview, we wish to discuss the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection of the independent claims in view of See and Moriconi. In 
particular, we wish to focus on the following features of claim 1 : 

"associating... the one or more service abstractions with the identity of the authenticated user of the communications network" and 
"in response to receipt of a packet at any of the network devices from the authenticated user, using.,, the one or more service 
abstractions associated wtih the identity of the authenticated user to control usage of network resources on the communications 
network:' 

In the Office Action, the Moriconi reference was cited as disclosing or suggesting the above features. The Moriconi reference 
appears to discuss granting/denying access to an application or an operation by a user based on the user's ID. However, the 
Moriconi reference does not disclose or suggest associating a service abstraction with the identity of a user, where a service 
abstraction includes a named set of one or more packet rules that, in combination, provide a communications network service.
